S1r,—It was recently brought to the notice of the Executive Committee - 
of the Fund for the Relief of Jewish Victims of the Warin Russia, that a 
very large majority of the members of the Committee of the Russian Jews 
Relief Fund in Edinburgh (including the Chairman and Honorary Secre- 
tary) were closely associated with missionary work among the Jews, a fact 
which was not known tous when our arrangement with that Fund was 


‘made. 


A private Conference was therefore held between representatives of 
our Fund and representatives of the Edinburgh Fund, in which the matter 
was fully discussed. It has not, however, been found possible by the 
Committee of the Edinburgh Fund to eliminate the missionary element in 
its composition. | 

Under these circumstances, the Committee of the Fund for the Relief 
of Jewish Victims of the War in Russia have found, to their regret, no 
other alternative than to inform the Committee of the Edinburgh Fund that 
they are unable to continue the arrangement of close co-operation between 
the two Funds which had previously been arrived at, and Mr. Leopold 
de Rothschild, Lord Swaythling and Mr. Claude G. Montefiore have ceased 
to be patrons of the Edinburgh Fund.

Almost from the beginning of the War it has cried 
in obedience to the beéhests.of American policy. 
neutrality’ has been a cry and nothing more. In reality, where the 
Jewish Press of America has not been favourable to the Central Powers it 
has been antagonistie to the Entente, insomuch as it bas adopted a virulent 
atttitude towards Russia. Its excuse for this course has been the dictates 
of Jewish consciousness. That'in itself, and apart from every other con- 
sideration, has, I have ‘no manner of doubt, been a profound error of 
judgment; but in any case it was not an observance in spirit of that 
neutrality professed in letter. 


ET me break off here for a moment to obéerve that it would seem thay 
some of the annoyance exhibited by these Americo-Jewish organs 
ceeds from another profound error. Those who write in them appear to 
imagine that the doings of American Jewry ought to be no corcern of ours, 
that a sort of Monroe doctrine should hold them inviolate from external 
criticism. But Jewish interests are necessarily to some extent universal, 
simply because Jews are to some extent universal. In addition, however, 
it should not be forgotten that the interests of American Jewry are bound up 
with those of English Jewry rather more closely than they are with Jewish 


‘interests in any other part of the world, if for no other reason than because 


the Jews in America, like the Jews in Britain, are subjects of English-speaking 
States. Even in what go by the name of domestic matters a true apprecia- 
tion of the relations of American and English Jewry one to another would 
make it difficult to regard their respective interests.as separate. But when 
jt comes to matters of general Jewish politics the true interests are in fact one 
and identical. The present problems arising out of the war that confront 
Jewry are problems which in every angle and at every turn of the angle are 
or should be the same for American as for English Jewry. How 
absurd, then, to resent, as the Americo-Jewish organs do, criticism of the 
attitude adopted by them and by American Jews generally merely because 
it proceeds from England, because it is outside America! If, to give 
the most obvious instance, American Jewgfare in the opinion of English 
Jews taking a mistaken (if nothing worse) view of the position of affairs as 
they affect the Jew in Russia, if, in the opinion of English Jews that 
view leads them to adopt an attitude which, far from being’, ‘helpful, is dis.

Keen observers have noticed a certain vacilla- 
tion in the sympathies of Jews, at any rate in this 
country, with regard to the two sides in the present 
European conflict. On the western front their 
sympathies—apart from those of German origin or 
descent—appear to be with the Allies, Belgian, 

Frénch and English, like those of the majority of 
_ Americans, but when it comes to the Eastern front, 


Jewish sympathies would seem to be almost unani- ~ 


mously pro-German, or, to put it more correctly, anti- 
Russian, sothat their tendencies seem to vary with the 
locality. The ideal solution from this standpoint 
wouldbe for the Germans to be driven back from Belgium and France, 
but retain Poland, though not Serbia. Perhaps a plebiscite of American 
opinion in general would not differ much from this attitude. 
Is this Neutrality? Is it intended as an article written in the spirit which 
is supposed to be animating the Jews;of America in deference to the policy 
of. the country of which they are citizens? If so then the American 
Hebrew must have curious notions indeed of the meaning of the very word 
Neutrality. Because what is said in it in effect is that Jewish opinion in 
America is against the Entente, the reason being that Russia is a member 
of that alliance, and the article goes on to say .that the “ideal solution” 
would be’a virtual defeat of the Entente. For if Germany is to retain 
Poland it will mean that she will gain something from this war and hence 
will not be conquered. If again she retains Poland that will meana 
defeat of Russia, and a defeat of one of the Allies in turn means to that 
extent the defeat of all. So much then for Neutrality which, by the by, 
is equally disregarded by the writer of the_article from the point of view of 
Germany. 
HE article, however, proceeds to give reasons for what the writer calls 
the ‘ideal solution ’—the crazy, half-baked idea that it would be of 
advantage to the world or a guarantee of its peace in the future, that as a 
result of this War there should be an indeterminate compromise which 
would allow Germany to boast that the fair land of, Poland had been won 


by her arms, a great province gained to her which would be her justification 


for having plunged half Europe into this horrible carnage. He says that 
Jews are “more sympathetic” (!) towards Anglo-Saxon civilisation than 
towards Teutonic JXuliur. What a profound pronouncement to be sure! 
Anything more jejune, anything more ridiculous has never been penned in 
even an Americo- Jewish paper nor eveninthe American Hebrew. Anglo- 
Saxon civilisation and Teutonic Kultur set side by side! Black and white 
are by comparison congenialities. This inability to discern Anglo-Saxon 
civilisation and» Teutonic Kultur as things ineomparable is merely 
silly on the part of the writer. It finds its own confutation in the mind of any 
reader who has the least notion of both. Or perhaps, and much more 
probably, the writer set Teutonic Kultur beside Anglo-Saxon civilisation 
merely to please again “ 
More serious by far from the 
Jewish point of view, however, is the following :— 
But all this 
compared with Teutonic Kultur) is changed when he (the Jew) 
contemplates the contrast between modern Germany and absolutist 
Russia in the eastern theatre of war. The slight social 
anti-Semitism of Germany is practically negligible when com- 
pared with the political disabilities and periodical pogroms of 
Rneciait tyranny. There cannot be a moment’s doubt under which 
rule, that of Prussia ar of Russia, Jews would have a fairer chance in 
life and better prospects for security of life and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. There has always been much searching of heart, indeed, in 
England and in France, as to the alliance between such diverse 
civilisations as those of England and France, on the one side, and that 
of Russia on the other.

“** country are not obliged to consider these international needs, and can 
keep our sympathies better in hand, and quite outside of Jewish

ET me ask any reasonable person, any reasonable Jew, wherever he 
may be, does he think that is the way to arouse sympathy for Jews with 
the Russian authorities, to impress them with the advantages that wouldaccrue 


to them by adopting liberal measures towards our coreligionists? Is that | 


the way, for American Jews to tell Russia to mend her ways and that they wil | 
regard her defeat in this War with satisfaction. It would be impossible 
tothink of anything more malapropos, more childish,than these last sentences 
culled from the Amcerican Hebrew article. It would be impossible to pen 
anything more likely to play into the hands of the “ Real Russians" and 
the other retrogressive forces in Russia than both extracts above-quoted: 
They are wind to the sails of the Russian anti-Semite. “ Here,” they. 
will exclaim, “are the words of Jews such as you are asked to merge 
politically with our population! They say they will rejoice at our defeat 
and tell us we are to mend our ways, They tell us that Jews, 
are “pro-German” or “anti-Russian,” and they clamour against 
us because we would protect the State from them. Will you, 
Russia, give way to this ‘Yiddishe Chutzpah’ by giving political 
rights to Jews?” So absurd, so clumsy, so ill-timed, so anti-Jewish, are 
the words of this article, that the conclusion regarding them seems 
inevitable: they were not penned in Jewishinterésts. It was in the interest 
of Germany that they were published, a tribute to the views of “those of 
German origin or descent” in America who are less careful about the 
future of their brethren than they are anxious about the future of their 
Fatherland.” | = 


Fo assuming the writer of the article animated by Jewish considerations, 

what does he think ? That every evil from which our people suffer in 
Russia was to be gone in a day, while at the same time Jews were doing 
Anything more 
crooked-eyed than this Americo-Jewish attitude is inconceivable. Look at 
the ridiculous position Jews in America are taking up towards Russia, 
assuming for the nonce that the American Hebrew represents their 
attitude, and that it is adopted in what they conceive to be Jewish 
interests. They find that in Russia our people are still subject to grave 
political disabilities which remain unrelieved. They find that they have 
suffered since the beginning of the war and are suffering to-day the 
very vilest of horrors which are superadded to those that result 
from the fact that they were inhabiting the zone of war when 
the war broke out. They find our people sent from their 
homes by cruel and harassing orders to the wilds. of the Ewigkeit, 
amid circumstances and conditions the very contemplation of which must 
fill us with shame and pity and indignation. Do these American Jews 
imagine that Jewish hearts here in England are any less filled with sorrow 
than are Jewish hearts in America for our brethren in Russia because we 
do not rail against the Russian Government? Or, that we do not rail 
against the Russian Government because it would be inconvenient to the 
state of affairs now existing in England? Nothing of the sort. When on 
an occasion, to which detailed reference is not here necessary, it was 
deemed assistant to our brethren in Russia there was no hesitation on the 


_ part of the present writer or of this paper editorially to call attention to 


the wrongs to which they were being subjected. But we did not 
view the situation with blinkered eyes seeing nothing but the evil from 
which our fellow-Jews there suffer. No, we see what the American -Jews 
see in reference to our people in Russia, but we see much more 
besides. We see a distinct movement of a liberal nature in Russia which 
must involve our people. We see a disposition on the part of the Russian 


~ Government to heal the wounds of the past, despite the strong influences 


that exist, obstructing and baulking the path of Liberty and Freedom, influences 


_ which such an article as that inthe American Hebrew willassist and encour- 


age. We see that victory is going to crown Russia's struggle in this war 
side by side with the Allies. The success which has up till now attended 


_ German arms, and it has been considerable, may delay, but cannot and will 


not prevent that happening. It will mean a new Russia, a Russia that will 
be able to come by its own in much besides freedom and rights for Jews in 
the march of all that matters in civilisation. We see that the defeat of 
Germany will mean the exorcising of German influence from Russian 
affairs, an influence which inter alia has meant the persecution of the 
Jews in Russia. It -will mean that Russia triumphant over Germany, 
side by side with England, France and Italy, will not be the Russia 
dominated by German machinations. There might, it is true, be a good, 
though not, of course, an unassailable, case made for the policy which 
England adopted when she became allied to Russia, That is from the 
English point of view. But from the Jewish point of view nothing 
could have been better for the future hope of our brethren in Russia 
than exactly the political combination of which to-day Russia forms a part. 
And yet this purblind Ameriean Hebrew has the teremity to suggest that 
the Anglo-Jewish attitude towards Russia is dictated by England's “ inter- 
national necessities.” | 


OR our best hope, as Jews, resides, as a matter of fact, in ad

barbarians in the midst of the European nations. The “ Jewish 
question” was a pawn in the game of our honest German neighbour, a 
trump which he held ready to throw upon the table at the opportune 
moment. According to his point of view, with his total lack of feeling 
or even simple honesty, the German player was right. But what about 
us? Why have we drunk this bitter cup? Having lost our self. 
respect, distrustful of our own powers, miserably demoralised by the 
unnatural conditions of our life, we, the Russian nation, have dahced 
to order the ‘‘ Dance of Fools,” as a play recently produced with great 
success in Berlin, and purporting to be a picture of Russian life, was 
entitled. 

Hunger for self-respect, such ts the fundamental feeling which, 
during this terrible War, has taken hold of the entire Russian nation 
and lifted it to the sublime heights of sacrifice and has taught us to 
fear everything which could remind us of our unhappy past. That is 
why we will not have’ persecutions and why we so hate anything that 
can cast doubt upon the sincerity of our apirations, on the sublimity of 
our goal. It is better to yield than to take that which -elongs to 
others: such is the thought of the majority to-day. It is possible that 
tlie national sobriety has contributed to this feeling of contrition, but 
in any case we want the world to understand that the abolition of the 
“ Jewish question” is the corner-stone of our dignity, without which 
there would be no Russia. We will never again give anyone cause to 
say of us: “ The Russians are barbarians.” 


The whole article is an epic on New Russia in relation to the Jews who are 
Russian subjects. It is quoted here as a striking offset to the screed 
published by the American Hebrew. And, again I would ask is it pro- 
moting Jewish interests, the interests of our afflicted brethren in the. land 
of the Tsar at a moment when such Itnes can be written by a Russian, for 
a representative Jewish paper to say it will regard the defeat of Russia by 
Germany with satisfaction, and that Russia must mend her ways? The 
Russian is essentially a. patriot—nothing could more surely turn his 


patriotism against Jews than such -talk as that indulged in by the 
American Hebrew, talk that is a challenge to the patriotism of any 


Russian, 


Bet there is no room for delusion. The article, sample of much that 

has been written and published in Jewish papers in America, has a 
clear object. Under the guise of concern for Jews it plays up to anti-Ally 
sentiments. Under the guise of being only anti- Russian, it is pro-German ; 
and calling ugly names will not get over that ugly fact which the article so 
clearly reveals. But it is carrying the thing a bit too far when a Jewish 
paper, for the sake of pleasing “those of German origin or descent ” 
thus jeopardises the prospects of millions of our brother-Jews. Either 
that or the writer of the article was guilty of the sheerest stupidity, and 
perhaps after all the exact truth lies between the two propositions, 


ERE, then, is a case in point where we who are not of American Jewry 

not alone havea right but are bound, seeing things as we do, to 

offer our comment on and stern protest against the attitude of American 

Jews and Americo-Jewish journals.

JEWISH LAWYERS IN RUSSIA. 


: [FROM OUR’CORRESPONDENT.] 


PETROGRAD. 

The Cabinet has published the new regulations with regard to the appoint- 
ment of Jewish lawyers. In the districts of Warsaw, Wilna, and Odessa, the 
number of Jewish lawyers must not exceed fifteen per cent. of the total, in the 
districts of Petrograd and Kieff ten per cent., and in the remaining districts five 
per cent. In addition, about a hundred qualified assistant Advocates will at once 
receive the rank of Advocate, irrespective of the norm. No new appointments of 
Jews to the posts of assistant Advocates or certain other legal positions will be 
made until the various norms for Jews are adjusted. The vast distinction between 
the mode of Jewish appointments as Advocates hitherto in operation and the one 
adopted now lies in the fact that until the application of the regulations it rested 


- entirely with the Minister of Justice to appoint Jewish lawyers or not, and 


during the anti-Semitic régime at the Ministry of Justice the petitions of the 
Advocates’ Councils, recommending the promotion of Jews, were constantly 
refused. The new regulations have, however, met with the disapproval of the 
Liberal Advocates’ Councils and of the pro-Jewish Press. 


Among the few prominent politicians arrested,here was the Jewish Advocate 
and member of the first Duma, M. Bramson, one of the most ardent communal 
workers in the capital and a keen politician. A thorough search was made in his 


house and all his documents and correspondence were seized, but as nothing of a 


suspicious character was found he was released. The inquiry into his political 
conduct is, however, still proceeding. : 


NEW RUSSIAN GOMMERCIAL COUNCILLORS. 


Among the new year’s honours bestowed by the Tsar is the conferment of 
the title of Honorary Commercial Councillor on MM. Jacob Shapiro and Noah 
Gordon, both Hereditary Honorary Citizens of Petrograd. 


THE ECONOMIC: SITUATION IN PALESTINE. 


Information has reached us from a reliable quarter which tends to show that 
the ecoromic situation in Palestine has grown worse and worse. The year’s 
rainfall only began at the end of November; consequently the plants suffered 
from the long drought. The whole country suffers fromthe shortage of money, 
especially the farms of the private associations, such as Ruchama, Kerkur, and 
Kfar-Urie. 

In various colonies the farmers succeeded in selling eucalyptus trees, The 
Petach Tikwah colony solda considerable number for theamount of 12.000 francs, 
and the Society *‘ Parades” sold 7,000 trees, representing avalue of 40.060 francs, 
to the railway company. | 

The cost of food is increasing every day, and there is ascarcity of some of the 
moat necessary articles of provision. Many workmen are without employment, 
and are therefore in a very critical situation, In Judea, where the number of the 
unemployed with their families is 1,500, the position is still more serious. 
Attempts are being made to organise emergency works. Not eyen workmen, who 


are in regular employment, are being paid regularly. Cash payments for work- 


men are only possible if the colonists can dispose of the special loans now and 
then granted by the American Relief Fund or by other institutions for the purpose 
of employing Jewish workmen. As a rule, the labourers are obliged to sell ata 
considerable loss the promissory notes which they have received from their 
employers, Many workmen have nothing to eat at least twice a week.

Schechter will be filled by Dr. Adler pending the election of a permanent 
successor to the Presidency. The appointment of Dr. Adler is a natural one. He 
was President of the Seminary for five years after its reconstruction and comes to 
the work with a large experience of its needs, He was, moreover, a close’friend 
of Dr. Schechter.

SHAKESPEARE’S MEMORY. 
THE COMING TERCENTENARY. 


From the Earl of PLYMOUTH, Chairman of the Executive; the Right 


Hon. the LORD MAYOR of London; and Dr. I. GOLLANCZ, 
Hon. Secretary, King’s College, W.C. [To THE EpirTor.] 

Sirn,—It will be remembered that in July, 1914, at a noteworthy meeting | 
presided over by Lord Bryce, it was resolved: “ That the tercentenary of the 
death of Shakespeare should be commemorated in a manner worthy of the venera- 
tion in which the memory of Shakespeare is held by the English-speaking people 
and by the world at large.’’ The resolution was submitted by the American 
Ambassador and was supported by Mr. Balfour, the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Spanish Ambassador, Sir George Reid, Sir George Perley, and representa- 
tives of literature and dramatic art An executive committee was appointed at 
the meeting to promote. in accordance with the resolution, a world-wide celebra” 
tion. Then came the war, and all these matters were necessarily left in abeyance 
in face of sterner duties; but lately the call has come to us from many quarters 
at home and abroad that not even in present conditions should the tercentenary 
pass unobserved. | 

The Executive Committee have convinced. themselves that they are rightly 
interpreting their duties in arranging for the observance of the occasion ina simple 
and dignified manner consonant with the mood of the nation and its proud con- 
sciousness of what England and the world owe to Shakespeare and to the exalted 
spirit of his teaching. We have the honour to state that the main outlines of the 
proposals have been submitted to His Majesty the King and have met with his 
gracious approval, and, further, that their Majesties the King and Queen have 
most graciously signified their pleasure in becoming: patrons of the Tercentenary 
Committee. .The,Prime Mimister, according to the Committee's invitation, has 
accepted the oftice of honorary president of the General Committee. As 
Faster Sunday this year falls on Sunday, April 23rd, it has beén 
decided to inaugurate the observance of the tercentenary on Sunday, 
April 30th, as Shakespeare Sunday. The Dean and Chapter of Westminster 
Abbey have arranged that a special commemoration of Shakespeare shaly 
be observed in the Abbey on that day, and special sermons will be preached in the 
afternoon and evening. It is hoped that similarly the day may be observed in all 
places of worship throughout the Empire and the English-speaking world, and 
the Committee invite the religious leaders of all denominations to join with the 
Abbey in paying this fitting tribute to Shakespeare’s memory on the tercentenary 
of his death. 

On the afternoon of Monday, May Ist, a meeting will be held at the Mansion 
House, at which, it is hoped, the Prime Minister will attend and speak. 

In honour of the tercentenary the actors (through a committee of members of 
the profession presided over by Sir George Alexander) have made themselves 
responsible for a special performance of one of Shakespeare's plays. The per- 
formance, to take nlacefon Tuesday, May 2nd, will be under Royal patronage. 
The Actors’ Committee have generously offered to devote any profits to the Red 
Cross Fund. Wednesday, May 3rd, corresponds in new style to April 23rd old 
style, and will in the present year be observed as “Shakespeare Day,” and it is 
agreed that the day cannot more fittingly be kept than by bringing to the minds 
of the children of the Empire the lesson of patriotism to be derived from 
Shakespeare, and by endeavouring to make them understand the significance of 
the universal homage paid to England’s greatest man. Accordingly, it is pro- 
posed that schools and training colleges throughout the country should make some 
arrangements for enabling our young people to take part in the commemoration. 

The Committee have appointed a sub-committee, chosen largely from outside 
their number, of persons specially qualified to advise them on this matter, and 
they are communicating to the educational journals some suggestions which may 
be of use to school authorities in deciding upon the form that the commemora- 
tion should take in each case. It is hoped that with the assistance of these 
journals the expenses of direct communication with the very numerous school 
authorities will be saved, while schemes for filling up in detail the outlines 
suggested by the Committee may be elicited. 

Learned societies, universities and colleges will wish to hold special meetings 
in observance of the tercentenary, and it is suggested that May 3rd, “ Shakespeare 
Day,” and the next day may be the most appropriate dates for these functions, 
The amanual Shakespeare Lecture founded in the British Academy will be 
delivered on May 3rd by Dr. J. W. Mackail, Fellow of the Academy, formerly 
Professor of Poetry in the University of Oxford. Stratford-on-Avon, the birth- | 
place and the shrine of Shakespeare, will be visited on Friday, May 5th, when a 
special performance under the Royal patronage will be given at the Memorial 


Theatre. | 
We cannot hope to welcome friends from afar, but we know we shall have - 


them with us in spirit, umited in devotion to the poet. In order to matk the 
occasion and hand down to posterity a worthy record of the widespread reverence 
for Shakespeare as shared with the English-speaking world by our Allies and 
neutral States, the honorary secretary of the Committee, with the approval of the 
Executive and encouraged by the cordial response of eminent men of letters, has 
in preparation a “Book of Homage to Shakespeare” in honour of the ter- 
centenary, to contain contributions in prose and verse from leading writers at 


and abroad.

GENERAL KUROPATKIN AND JEWISH SOLDIERS. 

The well-known member of the Duma and the former Russian priest Grigory 
Petrow has published in the Russian press an interview which he has had at the 
front with General Kuropatkin. The general, who is at present the commander 
of the grenadier regiments, spoke in very warm terms of the Jewish soldiers, who, 
he said, are fighting very bravely and loyally for their country. He pointed out 
that the number of the Jewish soldiers decorated with the St. George's Cross for 
bravery is equal in proportion to the number bestowed on soldiers of other 
denominations. General Kuropatkin’s eulogium has created a sensation as he 
was very hostile to the Jews. 


JEWS ARRESTED AT SALONIKA., 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. } 

| SALONIKA, 

The Anglo-French military authorities in this city have arrested a number of 
persons On suspicion of espionage in the interests of Germany. Among them are 
two Jews, the proprietor of a café and a shipping agent. Our Chief Rabbi paid 
a visit to General Sarrail, Commander in Chief of the Expeditionary Force, to 
inquire into the cause of their arrest. The General assured him that only persons 
had been arrested to whom suspicion strongly pointed as having shown practical 
sympathy with Germany, and he promised that all would be liberated whose 
innocence could be established. General Mahon, commander of the English 
force, personally visited the Chief Rabbi and gave the assurance that peaceful sub- 
jects of belligerent States, and Jews in particular, whose friendly sentiments were 
well known, had nothing to fear. General Mahon repeated the promise given by 


General Sarrail, but at the time of writing the two Jews to whom I have referred 
are still under arrest. 


HELP FOR THE JEWISH WAR SUFFERERS. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 7 
PETROGRAD. 
A Conference of the Jewish communal leaders of the towns in the province of 
Minsk (which are not occupied by the enemy) has been held at Minsk. Sad 
accounts were given not only of the state of the Jewish refugees, but also of the 
sufferings of the Jews who remained in their towns and townlets in the vicinity of 
the firing lines. The executive officers of the Christian Society in aid of the 
Jewish Refugees, and the fhanagers of the Grand Duchess Tatiana Fund were 
commended for rendering great assistance to the Jews. The Tatiana Fund in the 
month of December alone voted 97,000 roubles in aid of the Jews. The Conference 
decided to promote the formation of co-operative societies. 


; A TRENCH ADVENTURE. 

A remarkable story of Gunner Saltrough is told by the Rev. H. Shandel. 
Gunner Saltrough comes from Canada, but is of Russian origin. Owing to his 
smartness and to his ability in speaking Russian and Yiddish he ‘held a. post in 
Canada (Montreal) as a Customs officer and examined Jewish emigrants. He 
joined the first contingent and has been wounded three times. It was during the 
last great engagement that he received his wounds in a remarkable way and was 
invalided to England. He had to bring the Colonel from one trench to another 
during heavy shell fire and conveyed him on the back of his motor-cycle, He ran 
into a big hole caused by an explosion, and at the same moment another shell 
burst and buried them with only just their heads above the ground. The Colonel 
was very badly wounded and in great agony, both being helpless and seeing death 
before them. The Colonel asked Saltrough to give him his cross to kiss before 
he dies. Saltrough, in reply, said that he had no cross but only a little Hebrew 
Prayer-Book. After some trouble Saltrough managed to get the book from his 
pocket and at the same moment managed to extract a box of matches which he

used to light the petrol in his machine. This attracted the attention of some m 

in the distance, who came to their rescue and dug them out. The Colonel is ore 

favourably progressing, and Saltrough, by special electric treatment, is now 

nearly completely recovered. Saltrough can get his discharge now if someone can 

offer him a position as chauffeur. He is an expert driver, has driven the Colone| 

from Shorncliffe to London many times, and knows the London raqads well.

The interesting experiences of Gunner W. Brosgarth are worth recording.

On the 
outbreak of the war Brosgarth re-enlisted and went through the South African 
Rebellion, which culminated in the capture of De Wet. He then saw service with 
the expedition in German South-West Africa, working a maxim gun, under General 
Botha. Being bent on further service, be obtained his discharge and paid his 
own passage te England*to rejoin his old regiment—the Royal Field Artillery— 
in which he is now serving.

StR,—May I correct a misapprehension of my views into which the writer of 
an article@n ‘Judaism and War” in your last issue seems to have fallen? 
Quoting from my “Judaism as Creed and Life” the sentences: “ The war-loving 
Jew is a contradiction in terms” and “the Jew who is true to himself can never 
consistently belong to a war party,” your correspondent says that they “are true 
only on two assumptions, (a) that the Jew is free to choose between war add 
peace, and (b) that the war in question is offensive and not defensive.” This 
qualification, I would point out, is superfluous. It4s manifestly quite possible to 
hold that participation in a particular war—the present one, for example—is 
unavoidable and even a duty, and yet not to be war-loving, to approve of, and to 
take part personally in, an offensive war without belonging to a war party. bya 
war party I mean, both here andin my book, an organisation formed with the 
avowed purpose forcing on a war when peace is a possible and an honourable 
alternative, an organisation formed to uphold warfare as “a biological necessity,” 
as a necessary factor of national prosperity and greatness. By a war party | 
mean, in short, an incarnation of Prussian militarism. To belongto such a party, 
I affirm, is faithfulness to Judaism, which pledges the Jew to the cause of 
universal peace as the Messianic ideal. The propositions which I lay down in 
my book are, therefore, I repeat, absolutely true, and are susceptible of no 
qualification whatsoever.

position as I understand it. You rigetly say that the Quaker holds his belief as 


an article of religious faith, but I do not think this means that he feels it depends 
upon the tenets of any one religion. The early Quakers went out proclaiming 
that there isa “Light” in the souls of all men, whether they call themselves 
Christians or Jews or Turks or anything else, which will, if they are faithful to it, 


-lead them into the truth, and. among other things, into the assurance that all men 


are brothers in virtue of this Divine light within them. I happen to knowthat this 
truth is held by some Jews as firmly as by many who call themselves Christians. 
It is true that the Quakers called this light in men's souls the “ Light of Christ,” 
and they believed, with the author of the Fourth Gospel and with Origen, that 
this Light had visited the souls of men long before Jesus Christ appeared in the 
flesh, and was present with multitudes of men and women who had never heard 
of Jesus. They did not base their opposition to war on particular passages in the 
Sermon on the Mount. They believed that Jesus had proclaimed love to all men 
because it was the highest truth for men to live by, and not that it was truth 
simply because Jesus had enunciated it. | 

I should like to suggest that even the Old Testament leads up to the way of 
life which is imperfectly described as “ non-resistance,” though it is there thought 
of as a way of life for the nation rather than for individuals. Isaiah and Jeremiah 
continually urged upon their people that security was to be found not in alliances, | 
nor in obtaining horses and chariots, but in righteousness—in conformity with 
the willof God. ‘The work of righteousness shall be peace,” says Isaiah, “and 
the effect of righteousness, quietness and confidence for ever.” (Is. xxxii., 17; 
see also chapters xxx. and xxxi.). This was when Judah was confronted with the 
devouring Assyrian power—not unlike that of Germany at the present day. 
Jeremiah did not shrink from being regarded and treated as a traitor, for 
counselling his people to submit to Nebuchadnezzar and not persist in a futile 
resistance (Jer. xxxviii.), And to us the very crown of Old Testament teaching 
appears to be the figure of the ideal servant of God, in the later Isaiah, who does 
not strive nor cry, who is not disobedient, and hides not his’: face from shame and 
spitting; who is despised and rejected of men, who is wounded for others’ 
transgressions and bruised for others’ iniquities. | 

We think that this was the picture that Jesus set before him as the clue to his 
life’s work, and that in this spirit he lived and died. We think that he meant his 
disciples to live in the same spirit of love and gentleness towards all men; and we 
know that in the early Christian centuries most of his followers were prepared to 
suffer and die rather than kill their fellowmen. | 

Thus we wish to hold out hands of fellowship to all men and women, whether 
Christians or Jews or Agnostics or Socialists or anything else, who are so fully 
convinced of this brotherhood of all men that they cannot take up arms to krill. 
We do not agree with you that such refusal to fight would mean that we abandoned 
Peace, leaving her to become the victim of the nation that idolises War. We 
believe that if the great majority of the British people were converted to our view, 
and dared to risk martyrdom rather than kill their fellowmen, our nation would 
be infinitely safer than it is to-day—yjust as Judah, in Isaiah’s time, found safety 
in obedience to the will of God. For even the German Government, unlike that 
of Sennacherib, has to persuade its people that they are in danger before they 
will vote the war credits, and we have faith that no people in modern times can 
be made to attack a nation that they believe to be harmless and just to all.

“ practical politics” if there is to be real civil and international peace 
should, in common with fellow-citizens of other faiths, hold war ia abhorrence as 
an irreligious as well as stupid method of settling national disputes, ought not to 
cause surprise; but it is peculiarly gratifying to find them represented in the 
JeEwisu CHRONICLE, which has hitherto voiced only the opposite standpoint. — 

lt strikes me as significant that both Jews and Christians should find common 
ground in condemning as impracticable the peace ideals of Judaism and 
Christianity. But I must warn the Jews who take up this attitude that there js 
danger in the association, and at least one sinister aspect of this partnership in 
repudiation has already made itself manifest. 

I was lately occupied in pointing out to a patriotic Christian friend of the 
conventional “church” order the discrepancy between his conception of 
Christianity and that held—not only by the author of the Sermon on the Mount— 
but by some members of the Society of Friends, the Fellowship of Reconciliation, 
and certain other bodies of what I may perhaps call neo-Christians; and his 
defence for playing the hypocrite was that argument which you, Sir, apparent!y 
consider sufficient reason for ignoring the highest Jewish teaching on the subject 
of the slaughter of one's fellows: “only an ideal to which, it is clear, mankind 
has not yet attained.” Presumably those who hold an idea! should at least make 
an attempt towards its attainment. Actually to vtelate it is the shortest cut to 
its abolition. 

But the grim feature which unpleasantly illuminated the championship of 
“the practical” is that the “Christian ” 1 have alluded to, in common with many 
others in public and life, does not hesitate to point to Judaism as the breeding. 
ground of German militarism—the Old Testament, he asserts, has inspired thie 
war-mongers! And I bave quite enough to do to refute this impudent calumny 
without guiding the Jewish press apparently ready to endorse it by representing 
Judaism as the spirit of war. | 

In conclusion, may I say that while it is plain to some minds that sentiment 
cannot overcome force, it is equally plain to others that force cannot overcome 
seatiment. It must also be insisted on that the pacifist does not propose to 
abolish war by sentiment only. It is necessary to call im reason and construct 


4 4 machinery, revise policies, and create understanding of such angture as to reduce 


international friction to a minimum, and in the event of its occurring to proceed

traditional melodies. The lecturer traced the evolution of Jewish artists into the 
West European style, and proceeded to show reproductions of specimens of the 
painting and sculpture of artists like Moritz Gottlieb (the first Jewish artist to seek 
inspiration in his own people), Samuel Hirszenberg, Lewinthan, Antokolsk, 
Henryk Glicenstein, Boris Schatz (the founder of the Bezalel School), Baks', 
Lilien, and others. He said that from the little he had been able to show they 


highly interesting, and sometimes great, in the sphere of art. One was far too 
prone to judge the Jewry of Eastern Europe from the transmigrants with whom 
one was brought into contact and whose misery, poverty, and sorrows had crushed 
all intellectual interests and quenched the joy in things beautiful which was the 
native right of every human being.

| SIR FRANCIS MONTEFIORE AND THE JEWISH PRESS. 


The annual meeting of the Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue 


was held on Sunday at the vestry room of the Lauderdale Road Synagogue. 
There were present :—

On the motion of Dr. LioneL BARNETT, Sir Francis Montefiore was 
re-elected President and Mr. E. A, Lindo Vice-President, 


The CHAIRMAN, in returning thanks for his re-election, said he would do his 
best to continue to conduct the affairs of the congregation in a manner worthy of 
its past traditions. On several occasions recently there had been attempts to 
interfere with the internal affairs of their congregation. These rested entirely 
with the Elders, who alone had to say what had to be done. He had received 
some most impertinent letters which, of course, were anonymous, and several 
rather extraordinary articles had appeared concerning him in the Jewish press 
tendering to him advice which was both unsought and undesired. He did not 
wish to inflict on them any repetition of the remarks he had thought fit to make 


‘at the meeting of Yehidim, but he wished to Say emphatically that he stood by 


every sentiment he had expressed on that occasion. 


THE TRAINING OF “ HAZANIM.” 


The “ Speech” of the Mahamad (as the annual report of that body is styled) 


was then submitted. 


Mr, JOSHUA M. Levy made some enquiries concerning a young man who 
was referred to as being trained (with two others) as “ Hazan,” and he asked 
whether the funds of the synagogue were being used for this purpose. He 
expressed his stromg dissent from a suggestion of the Mahamad in their report 
that part of the Monteficre Endowment might be utilised for the purpose of 
training these young men as Hazanim both for the Ramsgate and London 
synagogues, 
Montefiore Endowment for other than Ramsgate purposes. 


_ Subsequently Dr. BARNETT submitted a proposal on behalf of the Mahamad 
proposing to allocate a sum not exceeding #300 for the training of Hazanim, and 
empowering the Mahamad to take the necessary steps to enable them to do so. 


Mr. LEvy opposed the motion, contesting its legality. 


Mr. D, A. ROMAIN congratulated the Mahamad on their courage in bringing 
forward this motion. He pointed out that some years ago the Eiders had secured 
the modification of the Montefiore Endowment to enable them to pay £1,000 a 
year to the funds of Jews’ College, and they could execute a similar deed poll for 
this purpose. He had always contended that the Montefiore Endowment should 
be used for purely Sephardic purposes. Their difficulties in obtaining suitable 
Hazanim were very great and they could only solve the problem by training young 
men and supporting them while they were pursuing their studies. They had been 
applying to Jews’ College a fund which would be tar better used in serving the 
interests of the congregation. 

Mr. E. L. MocattTa said he deemed it necessary to offer a few remarks on 
this matter as silence might be misconstrued. He had nothing to do with the 


He declared that it would be a breach of trust to utilise part of the

_ affairs of the College. 


They had to take legal action, and it was for their advisers to 
say whether that action were possible. He would be. surprised if they could 
not effect what was required by deed-poll, He had been one of the original 
opponents of the grant to Jews’ College, but that grant having been made to the 
College for a number of years, he would only consent to the new deed-poll being 
executed if it were clearly understood that the grant to Jews’ College were a first 
call. Having encouraged the College on the strength of the grant to move toa 


new building and engage a more expensive staff, etc., they were in honour bound 
to continue the grant. 


Mr. H. M. WIENER moved, and Mr. R. NAHON seconded, an amendment 


referring the motion for consideration and report to the Montefiore Endowment 
Committee, 


Mr. ROMAIN pointed out that the Elders were the Trustees, and that, there- 
fore, the matter was one entirely for them. 


Mr. E. A. Linpo associated himself absolutely with Mr. Mocatta’s remarks. 
As honourable men they could not withdraw the Jews’ College grant.and could 
only make this additional payment if they had a surplus of £1,300. 
The CHAIRMAN questioned whether it was ever intended that the Jews’ 
College grant should be in perpetuity. 
Mr. JosHua M. Levy persisted in his contention that the course proposed 
was illegal. He agreed that the Elders had full powers in the matter, but they 
could not as honourable men repudiate their liabilities, and he pointed out that 
they were already—owing to financial troubles connected with the war—behind 
with their payments to the College. 
The CHAIRMAN protested against Mr. Levy claiming “an entire monopoly of 
honour and decency.” He contended that the original grant to Jews -Colleg 
was obtained by the votes of men who only very occasionally tdok part in the 


Mr. Levy absolutely denied this and read‘a list of the names of those present 
at the meeting concerned, all regular workers. 
After further discussion the amendment was withdrawn and the motion was 
carried by 12 to 5, a division being challenged by Mr. Levy. 
The usual routine business was transacted and several new Yehidim were 
elected. One from Salonika was the object of the special solicitude of the Chair- 
man, who was very anxious to know that the gentleman was not an Ottoman 
subject. 


‘Negative Jews.”

negative Jer wish life. The large majority of American and West European Jews are 
Jews solely because of the accident of birth, with little of conviction as to the value of 
that birth from areligious, a cultural, or a nationalistic point of view. They accept 


their fate with more or less protest, and are content if they can slide’ through life with- 
out being too often reminded of their Jewish origin or Jewish affiliations.” 

One of the ‘negative Jews ” whom the writer describes is a Jew like 
Mephistoheles in Goethe’s Faust, dev stets vernmeint, who constantly denies. Let a 
Jewish cause be suggested and he is ready with his hammer and his tongs to knock it to 
pieces. He doesn’t want any Jewish activity as a matter of fact.

AUDIENCE OF HIS MAJESTY. 


[FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT IN MADRID.] 


On January 15th, King Alfonso of Spain granted an audience to 
Professor Yahuda who waited upon His Majesty in order to thank him for 
his appointment as Ordinary Professor at the Central University of 
Madrid. When the Professor entered the king’s anteroom, he found it 
crowded. More than twenty people were waiting to be received in their 
turn. 

‘A bad day,” whispered the Chamberlain on duty while escorting him 
‘to the Aide-de-Camp who was to usher him into the King’s presence, 
‘A bad day, my dear Professor, look at the room, all these visitors have to 
be dealt with. Two minutes, please, two minutes only.” 

Just as it pleases His Majesty,”’ was the Professor’s reply.”’ 

A few moments later he stood before the King of Spain, who advanced 
two or three steps with outstretched hands towards him and welcomed him 
cordially, graciously remembering that he had already seen him once before. 
Listening with a genial smile to Professor Yahuda’s compliments and 
thanks he said: “I was glad to be able to append my signature to the 
decree. It is very gratifying to note the flattering manner in which the 
Spanish papers commented on your nomination.”’ 

“Not only in Spain,” remarked the Professor, ‘but also abroad.” 
And he substantiated this statement by quoting English, French, and other 
papers on his appointment. 

With charming simplicity the King confessed that he had only a vague 
idea what ‘ Rabbinical Language and Literature "’ really meant and begged 
his visitor for some information on this matter. The.Professor answered 
the enquiry concisely, but fully, whereupon the King who had listened with 
great attention and evident interest, observed in his lively manner; “ How 

remarkable that the Jews have preserved for thousands of years, amidst so 
many adversities and suflerings, their old faith, their laws, their customs, 
their language, all their traditions! Itis very curious. And do you antici- 
pate that you will have many disciples? Are the students manifesting 
interest in your studies ? | 

The Professor was able to give satisfactory figures, and when the King 
appeared to be somewhat astonished he explained to His Majesty the 
bearing of rabbinical science on the medieval history and civilisation of 
Spain, mentioning the valuable documents of all kinds hidden in Spanish 
and foreign archives, which were waiting to be brought to light, to be inter- 
preted, and to be made use of for literary and historical purposes. 

And you propose yourself to do this work ? 


‘That would be far beyond any one man’s power, Your Majesty, but 
I hope, and I shall do my best, to train disciples who will successfully 
undertake the arduous task.”’ . 

Turning to another subject, His Majesty asked: I understand you 
are an Englishman? 

‘TI ama British subject, Your Majesty.” 

Were you born in England? 

‘‘I am a native of Jerusalem, Your Majesty.” 

Of the Holy City! How interesting! But how is it, then, that you 
are English ? | 

‘My father and grandfather,” explained the Professor, ‘‘were born on 
British territory. Iam a British subject aecording to the constitutional law 
of England.” 

And you still continue to be English ? | 
“| feel very happy as a British subject to know that His Britannic 
Majesty is a sincere friend and enthusiastic admirer of Your Majesty and of 
Spain. And now that I know Spain, I, too, am animated with enthusiasm 
for this free and chivalrous country which has the good fortune of being 
ruled over by Your Majesty. Your Majesty may consider me as one of his 
most loyal servants.”

“ Yes, Sire, and I may be allowed to add that one of my ancestors was 
Don Joseph Benshushan, of Toledo, who by his loyal services recorded in 
ged won the appreciation and gratitude of King Alfonso VIII. of 

stile,” 

And now, interrupted the King, you come to Spain to render service to 
another Alfonso. How curious! 

“It is a marvellous coincidence, and perhaps it is the will of Divine 
Providence, that after seven centuries I should have the fortune of being 
called to serve Your Majesty, the bearer of the honoured name of the 
glorious Castilian conqueror and of the father and creator of Spanish 
science, Alfonso the Sage. I shall feel very happy if I succeed in render- 

ing useful services to Your. Majesty and to Spain.”’ 

I thank you very much for the sentiments you entertain for Spain, 
and I am glad to have you in this country. True, Alfonso the Tenth was a 
great scholar, and the Jews fared very well under his rule. __, 

“It is a remarkable fact that under the reign of the Alfonso’s Spain 


always enjoyed the blessings of toleration and freedom and was everywhere | 


“admired. And now Spain, by the generous aid of Your Majesty, is setting 

once more to the whole world an example of toleration and magnanimity.”’ 

To meall Spaniards are equal. I work for the well-being and the 
prosperity of my whole people, without distinction of creed or race. 

His Majesty mentioned the Sephardic Jews in the East, and what an 
agreeable surprise it was to Spanish travellers to hear spoken in the streets 
of Salonika beautifully ancient Spanish. 

It is archaic and, in fact, purer and more beautiful than our own 
Spanish, is it not? re 

“ Well, Sire, in recent years this has changed somewhat ; our Sephardic 
Spanish, too, now uses nrapy foreign expressions. Nevertheless, Much of 


the old character yet remains; we still sing the ancient romances, and one 
often hears Spanish proverbs of bygone ages.” 

Are there now Sephardis in Spain ? 

Professor Yahuda gave some names, but stated that the number of 
Eastern Sephardis who had returned to the Peninsula was insignificant, 
the majority lived in Morocco, where they formed a most important element 
of the native population. They were loyal, industrious, highly intellectual, 
gifted, and would prove the best and most reliable allies of Spain in the 
territory subject to its rule if the Spanish Government were to encourage 
them and aid their commendable efforts in the work of civilisation and 
progress. 

The King nodded repeatedly and replied warmly : | 

I shall remember what you have said. The Moroccan Jews may 
count upon justice and favour upon us. I repeat that I make no difference 
between any section of my people. To me all Spaniards are equal as long 
as they are loyal and useful citizens, and the merits of everyone of my 
people are sure to be appreciated by me and my Government. 

But now, added his Majesty, I shall not detain you any longer 
I should have liked to ask you many more questions, but unhappily I have 
still a long list of visitors to go through. © However, let me impress on you 
that you can always reckon upon my good will. It will give me pleasure to 
assist you in your work. 

When Professor Yahuda returned to the anteroom the chamberlain, 
after congratulating him on the gracious reception accorded by His 
Majesty, observed: “ Do you know, my dear professor, that you have been | 
seventeen minutes with the king? Seventeen minutes! And here I have 
so many Excellencies and other gentlemen waiting for their turn! Seven. 
teen minutes! Seventeen minutes! ”’ 3 

The Professor, while feeling sorry, could only reply that it had been 
His Majesty’s own pleasure to accord him so muca of his precious time, 
and that he had humbly to submit. 


PROFESSOR YAHUDA'S ANCESTRY. 

Some notes on Professor Yahuda’s extraction may prove interesting 
in connection with his call to Spain. His father, Benjamin Yahuda, was on 
his paternal side the scion of a very ancient and highly respected family, 
of Bagdad, where it occupied a prominent position ever since the nintu 
century. Till the end of the eighteenth century it furnished several heads 
of the Jewish congregation who were styled ‘ Nasi” (prince) and endowed 
by the Sultans with certain judicial executive powers within their own 
community. On the maternal side Benjamin Yahuda traced his origin. to 
‘the Ben Shushan family, of Toledo, and among his ancestors was the well 
known “ Nasi’ Joseph Ben Shushan, who held high office at the Court of 
Alfonso VIII. of Castile (1166-1214). After the expulsion of the Jews from 
Spain in 1492 part of the Ben Shushan family went to North Africa, part 
emigrated to Turkey, and some of its prominent members eventually 
settled at Bagdad and at Bassorah. One of Professor Yahuda's latest 
ancestors in the Ben Shushan famlly was Farad) Khayim, who was known 
all over Mesopotamia, not only for his deep learning, but also for the 
generous employment of his great wealth, supporting with his own means 
great schools (yeshiboth) at Bagdad, at Ana (the ancient Rebardea), and at 
Bassorah, where he resided before he settled in Bagdad. He had in his 
house a collection of many thousands of manuscripts, several hnndreds of 
which, containing Hebrew and Arabic works, the remote ancestor of the 
owner had brought with him from Spain to Bassorah. Unfortunately in 
the thirties of the nineteenth century, during a great upheaval at Bassorah 
which led to a conflagration, the library was totally destroyed. 


— — 


New Course of Lectures on Jewish History. 


So successful was the first experiment, that the London ‘University has 
arranged another course of Lectures on Jewish History. The subject chosen is 
the Spanish Period, and the course will cover the history of the Jews in Spain 
from the Coming of the Moors to Andalusia in the eighth century to the Fall of 
Granada and the Expulsion of the Jews at the end of the fifteenth century. As 
before, there will be ten lectures held at Toynbee Hall, Commercial Street, on 
Tuesdays, at 8 p.m., from February 29th to May 16th. The lectures have been 
arranged by the London University with the aid of a Committee appointed by the 
Jewish Historical Society and the Union of Jewish Literary Societies. 

It will be noted from the following list that both the Chief Rabbi and the 
Haham are among the lecturers, who indeed include some of our foremost 
scholars. It is interesting to observe that the lecture on the Spanish Hebrew 
Poets is to be delivered by Mrs. R. N. Salaman, who has published so many 
charming translations of the works of the authors with whom she will deal. 
Jews’ College is represented among the lecturers by Dr. Samuel Daiches. That 
doughty historian of similar episodes in the age of Reuchlin—Dr. S. A. Hirsch— 
will deal with disputation in Spain. No better choice could have been made fora 
lecture on the Marranos than Mr. E.N. Adler. Mr. F. S. Spiers, the Rev. L. 
Mendelsohn, and De. Abelson may be trusted to do justice to their themes.

A Sermon for the Week.

THE BEAUTY OF THE LORD. 


“ And thou shalt erect the tabernacle according to the pattern showed 
thee in the Mount.—Exodus ‘xxvi., 30. ‘'To behold the beauty of the Lord, 


The injunction to Moses transfigured the public worship of God. It 
showed to those on earth a world of heavenly correspondences. The 
things made by the hands of man were imitations—imitations of: the 
heavenly. Our Rabbins tell us that there was a sanctuary above 
corresponding to the sanctuary below.* We must not press the idea too 
far or suppose that in sober earnest they believed in the existence of a 
heavenly temple, the glorious pattern of that they saw. But this they did 
believe in—a sphere of perfect and effectual order where God was clearly 
seen, and where each act of worship was according to His will. 
Into that heavenly temple, that sphere of sufficient worship, the 
souls of the faithful press. To the languid and unimaginative 
there is nothing but an outward form; but for those gifted with spiritual 
imagination there is the disclosure of the Glory of the Most High, a sight of © 
the beauty of the Lord. Beauty is that which stirs delight in us; it makes 
us for the moment forget our burden, it makes life more worth living. 
That is true of beauty in pictures or sculptures, in flowers, in a child, in 
song. Do we know it to be true of the beauty of God? May we not find 
beauty in the very being of God? It transforms the world. The world 
looked at apart from God seems a dark, meaningless thing. Blows fall at 
random ; fortune and misfortune come to the wrong people. But the 
thought of the being of God brings a lift of joy to the heart. In spite of 
any want of understanding and of the air of injustice, God, the Almighty, - 
is; and He is the true reason of things. His purpose takes all in—sorrow, 
and poverty, and shame. They havea place in His plan and provision in 
his bounty, or they would not have been.

Each age and each class of men finds its heroes in those who do perfectly 
what all are doing somehow. The hero of an early age is the strong-armed 
man who can deal the most smashing blow. Subtlefy and craft are the 


€nvied excellences of another time. Our ideal grows as our life grows. 
When we have nothing but a light heart and physical energy we find the 
perfection of that the best; when we attain to scholarship, distinction there 
is enviable; when we are seeking riches, the prosperous man is admired. 
When our thought is turned’ inwards and we reflect upon our faults, 
the man of our dreams is) he who has overcome them. And the 
discovery of the beauty of the Lord is the finding of Him _ before 
us in all our efforts to acquire fresh virtues. .A new virtue is 
like a new colour in the rainbow, or a new flower in the garden, 
or a new and more radiant constellation in the sky. Of course, it 
was always there, ‘and we knew in a way that meekness or humbleness was 
good; but the goodness of it we did not appreciate, the charm it gives to 
character was unsuspected. Now this discovery of new objects for our 
effort is one way of beholding God's beauty. As we come to fee! the 
infinite charm of some quality of character, as patience reveals itself 
through our gustiness of passion as the highest thing in life, as meekness 
affects our insubordinate temper, we are able to note something we never 
saw before in God. We find God supreme in these qualities among others. 
We always knew that God is good, that He is all holy, the light with 
whom is no darkness. But to interpret these things aright our understand- 
ing of what goodness and holiness are must grow. When from our own 
ambition to be pure, we gaze up into the supreme Purity, before which the 
very heavens are not clean, we know the beauty of the Lord. From our 
new sense of the beautifulness of some virtue we learn to look for and to 
find the beauty of the Divine. Earth’s truth hints to us, and we look for 
the truth of the Everlasting. Exactly in proportion to our advances in 
character will be our appreciation of the beauty of God. The low man will 
have no thrill of admiration for the goodness of the Lord; the high man 
finds the chief joy and chief aid of his spirit in the reverent contemplation 
of the excellences of the Most High.

There isfone,glory discovered as we aspire upwards and find the perfectness 
of God beyond our highest; there is another where God stoops to our 
weakness andiprovides for our deficiencies. Our admiration for some of 


those we love must rest on things we could hardly tell, in the fine- 
ness Of their anticipation of our need, in the delicacy of their consideration. 
By some instinct they know how we are feeling, and they provide for it; 
they do something to help and cheer us in a sure foresight of our need. These 
delicacies of kindness are the loveliest things i in our life. And when we look 
to see how full our life is of the gracious provisions of God we behold 
His beauty. To see all that God has done for us; to reflect 
with the Psalmist how “ goodness and mercy have followed me all the days” 
| of my life,” and how ‘“ Thou with Thy loving kindness dost come to meet 
me "’—is to see the beauty of the Lord. When David looked for such dis- 
coveries in the Temple, he was not thinking of the splendour of the buildings 
and of the ritual. The beauty he thought of belonged to a world of things 
unseen, to which at best our religious art can only provide the symbol. And 
there is the danger for men of taste of looking for and dwelling in the 
beauty of accessories and forgetting the beauty of substance. How greatly 
many of us pervert our worship! We visit God’s sanctuary, making of it 
an intellectual gymnastic, or a solemn office of responsibility, or an zxsthetic 
substitute for piety. How few enquire in God's temple, to behold His 
beauty!

ANN UAL MEETING. 
Tue annual meeting of the Union of Jewish Women was held on Monday at 


10, Sussex Square. 

Mrs, N. L. COHEN, the President, after greeting the gathering with the words 
Shalom Aleichem, which, she said, had a deep significance in times like these, 
moved the adoption of the annual report and balance sheet. In so doing she 
passed in review the activities of the Union since its foundation in 1902. The 
Union had helped to form the pioneer recreation school, which had since 
developed into the system of play centres, that were now valnable com- 
plements to the elementary day schools. Year by year the Union had 
encouraged and facilitated the training of Jewish women as nurses, both for 
general and maternity work. From all over the world young Jewesses 
who had come to England to seek specialised training for skilled voca- 
tions had been referred to the Union for advice. And onthe other hand, the 
organisation had speeded girls and women on their way who were going out either 
to join friends or to take up posts awaiting them in many of these countries, 
placing them under safe escort for their journeys. Education, training and , 
placing trainees in suitable posts had ever been staple activities of the Union. 
These had been greatly facilitated by some loan fun One, a Loan Training 
Fund of £80 a year, had been placed at their disposal by the Charity Commission 
when a beneficent endowment by the late Baroness Lionel de Rothschild was no 
longer needed for its original purposes. The Union had also trained and were 
training several domestic science teachers, thereby enabling Jewish schools to 
have Jewish teachers in these subjects, familiar with Jewish dietary laws, and 
had also trained 133 matrons. Jewish matrons were, of course, eminently 
desirable for Jewish institutions, but as the openings were practically limited to 
the requirements of some fifty or sixty institutions, women had naturally hesitated 
to train for the vocation. The Union had, howevtr, persuaded several who 
had seemed specially suitable to go through the trajning. and it was hoped that 
in time all the communal orphanages, homes, and hospitals would be managed 
by competent and expert Jewish matrons. Mrs. Cohen mentioned other activities 
of the Union including its assistance to the Belgian Jewish refugees and the 
preparation of a small library of Jewish books destined especially to help Jewish 
parents in the distinctively Jewish side of their children’s education. The sketch 
of their activities, said Mrs. Cohen in conclusion, was incomplete, but it would 
help the members to realise that the Union had done good work in the past, and 
with the continued support of the community it stood ready to do more and more 
in the future. oar 

Mrs. HERTZ, in seconding the motion for the adoption of the report and 
balance-sheet, said that the beyinning and end of a!! secial endeavour was 
“personal service.” This element of personal service entered into each and every 
case dealt with by the Union. Its methods did not consist in the mere giving of a 
dole and then forgetting al] about the case. The public might rest assured that 
the Union did not use its funds in that manner of almsgiving. The Bible was: 
for them the treasure house of the highest principles of social ethics. The 
Union, therefore, aimed at realising the Biblical ideal of wisely considering the poor. 
And that was the only workable way for them. The Jewish applicant was; as a 
rule, reserved. She did not ask for alms. She asked for, and got, Jewish sym- 
pathy, the sympathy of a friend who understood her peculiar difficulties. The 
Union stood not merely for “social service,” but for ‘‘ Jewish social service.” 
At every meeting the Jewish side of their programme had been brought to their 
attention. They were fully justified in claiming that they were Jewish women 
helping Jewish women in a Jewish way, and in the highest interests of Judaism. 

Mr. A. O. HENRIQUES, the Treasurer, presented the financial statement and 
appealed for more members. , 

Mrs. C. O. HENRIQUES presented the financial statement of the Loan Funds, 
and pointed out that all interviews were conducted in private and that the 
trainee was not required to appear before the Committee. The loans granted 
last year amounted to about #71, a considerably larger sum than in the previous 
year. 

On the motion Mrs, Arthur E. Franklin, seconded by Mrs. George S. Joseph, 
the honorary officers were re-elected. | 

Mrs. Hertz was elected an additional Vice-President, aad Mrs. A. Cohen, of 
Birmingham, was added to the General Commiittee. 

Mrs. HOSTER read a paper on the work of the moment and the work of the 
future. Hitherto, she said, they had to fight against of workers; 
at the present day a new danger had arisen, that of the over payment of 
unqualified wotkers, who were encouraged to set a false value on themseves and 
were bound later on to suffer when this crisis through which we were living was 
past. In order to help those who wished to rank among the workers of their 
day, she would ask them to think over well the work to which they felt most 
attracted and then to take absolutely the best trainings available to fit themselves 
for the careers they had chosen. In this respect no one could give more valuable 
and helpful advice than their Organising Secretary, Miss Halford, who was not 
only herself a walking encyclopedia, but ever kept herself au courant of the very 
latest developments in women’s work. For the moment women were being given 
& great opportunity of proving the value of their work to the community,

- PHILLIPS.—We regret to announce the death yesterday week at her resi. 


dence, Synagogue House, Portsea, of Mrs. Isaac Phillips, ,wife of the veteran 


Minister of the Portsmouth Hebrew Congregation. The deceased was in her 
seventy-second year. She was an indefatigable worker at Portsmouth, where she 
was universally beloved by Jew and Christian alike, She was ever ready to lend 
a helping hand to the poor and suffering and was for many years the President of 
the Jewish Ladies’ Association. Her whole life was devoted to works of philan- 
thropy and deeds of goodness. The funeral, which was a public one, took place 
last Sunday, and the esteem in which Mrs. Phillips was held was amply testilied 
by the very large gathering which assembied at the symagogue, prior to the 
funeral, and at the cemetery. All sections of th@ community were present, and 
every Jewish society and a number of public institutions in the boroug! of 
Portsmouth were represented. The Revs. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., S. P. Van 
Raalte, and H. Levenberg were the officiating ministers. Dr. Abelson feelingly 
spoke at the graveside of the deceased's piety and worth. —

THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES 
AND THE FUTURE, 


From Mr. PERCY COHEN, 25, Princelet Street, E. [To THe Eprror.] 


SiR,—I read with pleasure your timely comment on the proceedings of the 
Board of Deputies’ Conference for the revision of its constitution and on the fact 
that independent bodies, like the Council of the United Jewish Friendly Societies 
and the newly-formed National Union for Jewish Rights, are undertaking activities 
which, but for the obscurantism of the Board of Deputies, might be effected in 
co-operation instead of in separate channels. 

It is difficult to be serious with the Constitution Revision Conferences of the 
Board of Deputies. The labour of the mountain has produced a mouse or perhaps 
a pair of mice. The mguntain—which figure of speech might be taken to 
represent the ultra-conservative majority of the delegates—showed itself proof 
against the commonsense, equity, and prevision of the minority. The majority are 
Prussian militarists, for they believe in might against right. ‘Of course, they may 
indignantly deny the taint of Prussianism; but outsiders see more of the game 
than these heavy-handed players. They refuse to co-opt, because it is not in 
accordance with the democratic principle! That reactionaries should expound 
democratic principles is a moral paradox. They refuse to widem the scope of 
representation—because they might be forced into dangerous political actions |! 


In other words, they refuse to become more representative lest, perchance, they 
No wonder the President desired to limit speeches to five 


minutes. It was a humanitarian desire born of the inatinct that undue licence for 
debate might force the majority to provide laboured answers to the iriconvenient 
arguments of the minority. When Jews desired the right to enter Parliament the 
argument of the Tories was that the concession would de-Christianise the 
legislature. 
reply to the claim for wider and more equitable representation means nothing less 
than the fear that the revolutionary concession would re-vitalise the Jewish Board 
of Deputies. If Macaulay were alive he would write another essay, perbaps 
entitling it “A Dissertation on the valiant resistance of the Jewish Board of 
Deputies to the encroachment of Jewish democracy on its sacred privileges.” 

Sir, a member of Parliament said the other day in an unguarded moment that 
“the war made no difference” to his prejudices and principles. I should be sorry 
to think that the Jewish Board of Deputies should borrow that argument. Yet 
the Board, like the Bishop, seems to have taken a season ticket on the line of 
least resistance. We live in anxious times. Jewish interests and activities must be 
consolidated ; new bodies, with worthy ideals and objects, and boasting sabstan- 
tial constituents, must in this troubled hour be linked up with the older bodies, 
resting firmly on ancient traditions ; they must not be left to shed their force in 
hermetically-sealed compartments, each divorced from the other. The Jewish 
Board of Deputies was an admirable organisation for the piping days of peace 
when we had the leisure to admire its wsthetic constitution and to glance with 
pride at the working of an institutton which, through the polite fiction of syna- 
gogue representation, was sufficiently a reflex-of British Jewry. The machinery 
of yesterday was suitable for the problems of vesterday; the problems of to- 
day must have appropriate machinery to cope with them. It is, I admit, not 
entirely a question of a more democratic basis of membership for the Jewish 
Board of Deputies. To thrust new faces on people content only to look at their 
Own might satisfy one who is merely concerned with drafting a constitution in 
order to produce a system of representation which should be a perfect equipoise 
as between the different elements; but unconsciously he may be the means of 


- undermining the whole moral of such. a new Board of Deputies. 


The goodwill of the majority who reduced the constitution proceedings to 
Such a pompous farce is an essential preliminary to any reform. They must 
realise that there are alert bodies who would be content if only a different 
atmosphere were to pervade the Board, without demanding representation here 
and now. Peace must not find British Jewry unprepared. The responsibility of 
the Jewish Board of Deputies, which works with the Conjoint Committee, is 
immense, Already there are mutterings that Jewish interests are in danger of 
betrayal because those who are the trustees of them for the time being—certainly 
conscientious trustees of unimpeachable integrity—rely too much on, and accept 
at far above their face value, the smooth words of the Foreign Office. We must 
be on the aggressive defence. The concessions we expect for our coreligionists, 
concessions of justice and toleration, must be. appropriate with the extent of 
Jewish sacrifices in this war. The Jewish Board of Deputies cannot, therefore, 
afford to eke out a somnolent existence after the exciting experience of revising 
its constitution. Still less can it afford to treat new bodies, who speak for 
important sections of Jewish democracy, as if they are of no account and as if 
their mere existence is a nuisance in this best of all possible worlds.

The total receipts of the National Fund in 1915 amounted to 628,986 frs- 
In America the friends of the fund endeavoured to replace in part the donations 
which had fallen off in the districts of Eastern Europe affected by the war. The 
receipts from Russia (29,749 frs.) compared with those in 1913 (292,583 frs.) were 


; small, but the money was collected in a time of great catastrophe and was sent 
from many places just before they were evacuated. 


Thanks to the devotion of the supporters of the Fund, the institution has 
succeeded in maintaining its farms in Palestine in full working order, and has 


} thereby provided hundreds of Jewish labourers with remunerative work. With 
the supplies of corn from its farms the National Fund has come to the assistance 


of the inhabitants of Palestine both in the towns and in the country, and has 
helped considerably to relieve the distress occasioned by the war, 


ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 


Great interest is being taken in the Annual Conference of the Federation 
which is to be held at Orme's Buildings, Parsonage, Deansgate, Manchester, om 
Sunday week. A large number of notices of motion have been given by the 
societies dealing with various matters of Zionist and general Jewish interest. Aa 
important proposal, affecting the welfare of the Federation, will be submitted. by 
the Council, which will bring forward a resolution raising the amount of annual 
dues payable by the societies from 8d. to 2s. per member. It has long been 
recognised that the support accorded by the societies to the Federation has beea 
inadequate and Zionist work in this country has been hampered thereby.

S1k,—Lest the report of the meeting of the National Union for Jewish Rights 
which appears in your issue of the 28th January, should be accepted as an official 
statement, I must ask the courtesy of a small space in your columns in which to 
repudiate it. 

As President of the Union, and in accordance with other honorary officers, I 
sent you an official account of the proceedings. I do not quarrel with your 
discretion in accepting another account, if youin your judgment think it is more 
reliable, although how could that be, in the absence of a duly authorised 
representative of the JewisH CHRONICLE, I am at aloss to understand. At any 
rate, | may be permitted to know what I said in my speeches on that occasion, 
and, therefore, you must allow me to say that some of the statements your report 
attributed to me are quite apocryphal, I especially refer tothe following passage :— 


He, not being a Zionist, agreed to include some of the Zionist aims in the programme. 
As for the success of the Union, it was the duty of its promoters to organise and secure 
for it that strength which would necessitate its recognition by the responsible Jewish 


bodies.” 

J never said anything of the kind, or dreamt of saying anything of the kind. 
I was never asked to accept any Zionist aims, and I did not accept any. If there 
are any in the programme, which I helped to draft, I can only say that they are 
not exclusively Zionist, but are accepted by the great majority of intelligent Jews 
who have no connection with the Zionists. As for the second sentence, it 
attributes to meacampaign against the “responsible Jewish bodies” with which, as 
a matter of fact, I told the Union I could have nothing to do. .

JEWISH MINISTERS AND JEWISH YOUTH. 
A PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 


From “A WOMAN.” [To THE Epiror.] 


Sir,—There is a popular saying ‘“‘an ounce of experience is worth a pound 
of theory.” Perhaps my own experience may be of some little interest to the 
correspondemts who have written to your columns concerning ” Jewish ministers 
and Jewish youth.” 

Some six or seven years ago, I, in company with other young people, was 
talking about some current Jewish religious topic. We were discussing it from 
several different points of view, quite freely, but quite reverently, A Jewish 
minister, whose great scholarship is recognised even outside the Jewish community, 
was present. I turned to him (he was listening to the conversation) and said 
“ What is your opinion about it?” and he answered in a tone of mingled anger 
and contempt, “Oh, I never argue with children.” I may add, 1 was over twenty 
at the time. | ; 

And now for the other side of the picture. Quite recently I had occasion to 
have several conversations with a Jewish minister on a rather delicate personal 
matter, the solution of which depended on a question of religion, Although the 
religious standpoint of the minister and myself was quite a different one, I was 
met with unfailing interest, sympathy, and a real desire to help me; but I am 
afraid that this case is somewhat of an exception. nd 

One of your correspondents writes in a disparaging tone of the “imitation of 
Jewish ministers of the clergy of another faith.” Perhaps if a few more Jewish 
ministers, instead of cccupying themselves with intricate questions of archaic 
interest of which the ordinary English Jewish youth understands very little, and 
cares less, would “imitate” the Christian clergy and take a kindly, sympathetic 
prayerful interest in the lives and souls of ordinary, everyday, young people, who 
are yet old enough to have found out that “man does not live by bread alone ” ; 
there would not be the growing indifference to, and leakage from, Judaism which 
is observable, 


THE PROVINCIAL MINISTER. 


From “ NORTHERN.”—[To THE Ep1Tor.] 


Sir,—Allow me to contradict the statements made by “O. T. C.” in last 
Friday’s JEWISH CHRONICLE with reference to the position of the provincial 
Jewish minister as compared with that of his London confrére. The assertion 
that the provincial minister is usually treated by his congregants with disrespect, 
that he “is spoken of in terms of derision” by old and young, that he is recognised 
merely as a paid official, criticised from morning to night, etc., can only be based 
on hearsay, as it is utterly untrue. It is a csuel libel on the provincial congrega- 
tions, and one which ought never to have been allowed to spread in the way 
it bas done. At the last Ministers’ Conference nearly all the Ministers 


occupying positions in the more important provincial congregations 
refuted this bel with great emphasis and even indignation. So 
far as respectful treatment is concerned, I think the _ provincial 


congregations compare very well with the metropolitan bodies, and I know 
of instances which show that, morally at least, men of learning and ability 
- Can command in the provinces even greater respect attention and reverence ihan 
the occupants of the highest ministerial positions in the United Synagogue. The 
material prospects of the provincial minister are, of course, generally worse than 
those of bis London colleague and there is room for much improvement in this 
respect. But for this drawback the individual congregations cannot be blamed. 
It is the fault of our communal organisations, or lack of organisation. 
As to the charges raised against the minister by Mr. S. Goldreich, I think that 


in the large majority of cases they are entirely unfounded. I agree with “‘O.T.C.,.” . 
however, that where disrespect is shown to the minister by the younger efemen = 


the cause is tg be found in the example set to them by their elders. 

ORTHODOXY, REFORM, AND JEWISH NATIONALISM.

S1IR,—A young reader, adopting the pseudonym of a letter of the alphabet, 
attacks orthodoxy on the ground that when prayers are being read in the synagogue 
he cannot keep pace with the Reader. Others spend hours discussing whether seme 
trivial custom or ceremonial ought to be abolished, as if the very existence of the 
Jewish race rested upon custom and ceremonial. Besides wearing blinkers, as 
‘Mentor ” has so aptly put it, these individuals shut their eyes and declare that 
they cannot see anything, that all is well when, as a matter of fact, all is far from 
well, The Jewish race, they say, has, somehow or other, struggled through the 
past. 

| No danger threatens it so long as its members maintain their customs and 
ceremonials and attend regularly the synagogues and Hebrew schools. Judaism, 
‘ahey firmly believe, is entirely incompatible with anything bat orthodoxy. I am 
afraid that were this doctrine to be strictly applied to members of the race, its 
ranks would be considerably depleted, For it does not need very keen observa- 
tion to come to the conclusion that thousands of Jews have left and are leaving 
Judaism for the simple reason that they find nothing in its beliefs to attract them. 
‘Customs and ceremonies do not appeal to them, and there has been no appeal to 
‘the soul of the man, to inculcate into him that one thing which to some individuals 
comes as if by instinct. | : | 

What is it that in times of international crisis suddenly binds together as in 
one common bond the various classes and sects of a nation hitherto in .open 
hostility with one another? What is it but the feeling of brotherhood, the spirit 
of nauionausm, that instantly diffuses throughout the length and breadth of the 
‘land? Itis this spirit of nationalism that is sadly lacking in our race. : 


A nation without ideals is superfluous on this earth, for it is performing a | 


“useless function in this gigantic organism of civilised life. Can we who have done 
sv much in the past hope for nothing in the future?

given of great diversity of style and character. Orchestral music has been 
particularly well represented, and it must have been extremely difficult for the 
music-lover to make a choice, especially as regards the week-end concerts which 
have been unusually attractive. Mr. Landon Ronald and the Royal Albert Hall 
Orchestra, the New Queen's Hall, under Sir Henry J]. Wood, and the London 
Symphony Orchestra, under Senor Arbos, M. Mlynarski, and Mr. Hamilton 
Harty, in the course of their symphony concerts, and the concert given under the 
auspices of the National Sunday League, have all been heard to advantage. The 
seventh of the Queen’s Hall Symphony Concerts last week at Queen's Hall 
hardly calls for criticism, its outstanding feature being the Orchestra's fine 
performance of Dvorak’s “New World” Symphony, of which particularly 
artistic rendering was given. 

The fine orchestral concerts which are being given at Queen’s Hall every 
Sunday afternoon should attract all frequenters of the summer Promenade 
series, if only byreason of the similarity in style of their programme. Last Sunday's 
programme was formedon exceptionally artisticlines, including as it did the Cossack 
Dance from Tchaikowsky’s opera “Mazeppa,” the Overture to “Egmont” 
(Beethoven) and Massenet’s Ballet music from “Le Cid,” as well as familiar works 


of Mendelssohn, Wegner, Jarnefelt, Mascagni, and Rachmaninoff. Additional 


variation was lent by the performance of Godard’s Suite for flute and orchestra, 
with Mr. Albert Fransella as flautist. | 

At the Palladium, in the afternoon, Mr. Benno Moisewitsch was the solo 
pianist, and among the artists at the miscellaneous concert held there in the 
evening were Mr. Philip Ritte, Mr. Charles Tree, Miss Marie Dainton, and Miss 
Helen Mar. Lovers of vocal music found themselves well catered for in the pro- 
gramme of the sixth of the London Ballad Cogcerts at the Royal Albert Hall, the 
concert given by the Central London Choral and Orchestral Society at Central 
Hall, Westminster, on Saturday afternoon, and in the evening the popular 
concert, among the artists being the Misses Flora Mann and Lilian Berger. Con- 
certs of interest were also given by Miss Beatrix Gardyn and Mr. Ernest Whitfield 
at AEolian Hall, by the London Balalaika Orchestra, under Prince Tschagadaeff, 
with vocal assistance from Mme. Alys Bateman and M. Boris Bornoff. 

As the concerts given by the War Emergency Entertainments Committee con- 
tinue to include entertainments given at the military hospitals, and concerts at 
private houses, as well as the familiar Tea Matinées and British Composer con- 
certs, they are almost of daily occurrence. The programme of the concert on 
Wednesday week, at Steinway Hall, in aid of a Polish musician, hardly calls for 
detailed notice. Comprised largely of Mr. Isidore De Lara’s music, it was 
interpreted by artists whose names have become familiar to frequenters of the War 
Emergency Entertainments, including Miss Astra Desmond, Donna di Mignano, 
Miss Adelina Leon, Messrs. Bertram Binyon and Henry Rabke. 

The ‘‘ British Composer” concert of Thursday week marked the three 
hundred and fiftieth of the War Emergency Entertainments, and the programme 
was one that again fully justified the inception of the series. The opening work, 
the quartet in A major by Arthur Bliss, bas been heard before, and as on previous 
occasions it met with much appreciation. The novelty was provided in the form 
of a ‘cello solo ‘‘ Hush-a-Bye,” written by Mr. Herbert Sharpe and played by 
Mr. Cedric Sharpe, a member of the Philharmonic String Quartet, who were 
responsible for the quartet and that of Dr. Ethel Smythe. Miss Astra Desmond, 
a charming singer, gave a pleasing interpretation of “Isobel” written by Mr. 
Frank Bridge, and *' Crooknaharna” by Mrs, Adela Maddison. 

This quartet party have been much in evidence during the last month, and in 
addition to the first of their new series of subscription concerts, given on Friday 
afternoon at ‘“olian Hall, they played for the South Place nfo Sunday 


Evening Concert. At the earlier concert, the audience was on@ of gratifying 
dimensions, giving fresh proofs Of the increasing pleasure fo in chamber 
music. With a programme commencing With Haydn's Quartette in G minor and 
including in its scheme two works of Holbrooke, “Two Impressions,” entitled 

Serenade Patetico (Belgium, 1915) and ‘Slav Dance” (Russia, 1915), as well as 
the Phantasy Quartette of Eugene Goossens, there was no lack of contrast. In 
conclusion came the first performance here of Tscherepnine’s Quartette in A 
minor, a work which, if comtaiming nothing startling in originality, proved 
remarkably pleasant hearing, with every indication of having been written by a 
master of his craft. The performance by the artists concerned was distinguished 
for the perfection of ensemble and the sympathy displayed with the composer's 
aims. At their next concert on Friday afternoon, Lalo'’s Quartette in E major 
will be given a first performance in London.—Next Monday, Miss Isolde Menges 
gives the first of four violin recitals at Zolian Hall. She will be assisted at the 
piano by the well-known conducter and composer, Mr. Hamilton Harty.--Miss 
Gladys Haysack sang this week at Highgate and Richmond and will sing next 
Sunday evening at Hatchett's Restaurant, Piccadilly.

COMMON SENSE. 


Someone has said that common-sense is the most 
uncommon sense of all. But I think everyone must 
agree that one of the chief features of Jewish law is its 
common-sense. Itis eminently sane. It would be quite 
easy to take the English code and point to many features 
of it in which common-sense is conspicuous by its 
absence. I do not think the same can be said of Jewish 
law. Our teachers and lawgivers were very practical 
men. Common-sense was their guiding principle. They 
made laws for everyday practical life and everyday 
practical people. 


SOME EXAMPLES. 


Take this example: “If fire break out and catch in 
thorns, so that the shocks of corn, or the standing corn, 
on the field, be consumed, he that kindled the fire shall 
surely make restitution.” That is a simple common- 
sense law. ‘One witness shall not rise up against a man 
for any iniquity, or for any sin that he sinneth: at the 
mouth of two witnesses, or at the mouth of three 
witnesses, shall a matter be established.” There must be 
confirmation orcorroboration. A simple, common-sense
